The Wealth of the Desert. 

To the Kditor of the Times— Sim: 
The general opinion seems to be that 
this country has been thoroughly pros- 
pected, but such is not the case. Around 
the well-known water places the coun- 
try has been pretty well looked over, 
but there are a great many water places 
entirely anknown to prospectors. Within 
the last two years several good watering 
places have been found which have en 

abled prospectors to search the country 
thoroughly, and they have been re- 
warded. The first find of any note lies 
in an easterly direction, eighteen miles 
from the Mammoth Tank Station on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad The minerai 
belt lies on the north side of the range. 
The country rock is trachite or syenite, 
and the mineral lies ‘in heavy 
spar, and consists of pure galena, car- 
rying silver which assays as high as 392 
vunces. The silver comes in the shape 
of black metal. The only vein that has 
any work done on it at all is the Apex 
claim, owned by Ed. Holland and part- 
ners. He is sinking a shaft on the vein 
sow. The croppings show about eight 
inches of galena, and at eleven feet bas 
increased to ten inches. It isin two 
seams on each side of a vein of bine 
quartz which carries a chloride of lead 
carrying some silver. The vein rans 
northeast and southwest and dips to 
the east. The mineral can be traced
